against accident hazards, 

Work accidents on the farm kill 
3,500 to 4,000 persons yearly, ac- 
cording to the National Safety 
Council. Although there are more 
deaths. in farming than in any 
l other major industry, the death 
.1gte per 100,000 workers is not as 
high as in the construction or 
mining industries. In ‘general, acci- 
dents with farm machinery are de- 
creasing, according to the Council. 
But tractor acgidents are on the up- 
swing. Each year more fatal tract- 
tor accidents occur in, the 10-14 age 
group than in any other. 

This seems to point up the fact 
that young people who don't know 
how to handle tractors are being 
allowed to’ operate them. A tean- 
ager, or anyone .who operates a 
tractor should be thoroughly train- 
ed in all phases of tractor safety 
before he takes over the wheel. 

There has been a steady decline 
of deaths and injuries. In 1959 the 
ceath rate per 100,000 farm per- 
sons was 62. Last year the number 
has fallen to about 57: The number 
of accidental injuries on the farm 
has_decreased 300,000 in the last 
nine years. 

But there's stil a long way to yo. 
A Council spokesman summed it up 
when he said, “The ònly way to tick 
farm accidents is to think safety, 
talk safety, and, most, important, 
to practice safety,”
